DeKdb Bureau 

A former Rockdale County high 
school ROTC instructor convicted of 
simple battery against female stu- 
dents, was. sentenced Monday to I2t 
months ia prisoa 

Herman PL JennetteT47; of 340 
Clubiane Circle Road in Conyers, 
was also sentenced to 12 months' 
probation and ordered to pay up to 
S1.000 each for the counseling of 
two victims. He was convicted on 
March 3 of two counts of simple bat- 
tery but found innocent on eight 
other charges of sexual assault and 
simple battery involving Sve Rock- 
dale County ROTC students. 

In imposing the sentence, De- 
Kalb Superior Court Judge James 
H. Weeks ordered that Jennette 
cannot be in the presence of fe- 
males younger than 18 during his 
sentence and probation. A Rockdale 
County judge declined to hear the 
case because he is related to one of 
the female students. 

The ex-Marine was arrested 
Nov. 11 after students told a school 
counselor he had fondled thent ac- 
cording to Cheryl Custer, an assis- 
tant Rockdale County district attor- 
ney.
